As a part of these necessary preparations Canada will require 
fo remove the barriers to agricultural prosperity in this dominion by 
taking down tariffs ina most wholesale manner, by the extension of 
he British preference, by the comsummation of the reciprocity 
arrangements to open the United States market, by a readjustment of 
freight rates which will make possible the shipment of the  by- 
products of the western farm, by banking arrangements \ hich will 
make possible the borrowing of reasonable amounts of money by 
industrious settlers, and by land and taxation legislation which will 
guarantee that the idle land of the west shall—free from speculative 
exactions—remain available to the farmer at a reasonable price 
no matter what the extent of the immigratian, 

In interviews given out within the past few days Hon. Joseph 
Martin, who has had opportunity to see the big problems from both 
sides of the Atlantic, declared that he had Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
authority for stating that the liberal party would consider it its tirst 
duty to see to the abolition of the tariff on farm implements, saw- 
milling and mining machinery and all equipment necessary to Can- 
ada’s basic industries; would, if authorized by the people of Canada, 
secure the United States markets and would make every possible 
effort to free production from the exactions of the customs house. 
The banking is another feattire which must be attended to with due 
boldness when the time arrives. The matter of eliminating specula- 
tion so as to provide that the land shall be for the farmer is dis- 
tinctly up to the provincial governments, and action thereon cannot 
be taken too soon. ‘ 

All these things, however, must be undertaken while the war 
js still in progress so that Canada is ready for what will happen when 
the war closes.

THE UNCONSCIOUS 
MARKING OF AN EPOCH. 

As an unexpected by-product of the war there is being recorded 
in Britain at the present time daily achievements in national owner- 
ship which cannot fail to have an effect upon the industrial methods 

ursued after the war, to say nothing of the effect upon public think- 
ing. The nation is taking Over railways, mines, industrial plants, all 
sorts of things, and handling them well. 

In times of peace the argument with which proposals for the 
nationalization of industries or of utilities is met invariably the same 
in all countries—it is not practical; the public can not be entrusted to 
handle its own business. 

But in time of war when the crisis comes there is seen the re- 
markable spectacle of the government stepping in between sunrise and 
sunset to take immediate charge of the whole railway system of the 
British Isles, and a tremendous part of its industrialism. 

In Canada we have been discussing, in a sort of desultory and 
academic way, for the past quarter of a century or more, whether or 
not such a thing as government ownership of railways is feasible, or 
even possible. Meanwhile, we have permitted competing companies 
to build duplicate lines, to run duplicate trains, to sidetrack natural 
townsites and ignore natural wealth and resources in the private in- 
teresis and—as though these tremendously costly duplications and the 
Insanities of the long haul were not a sufficient tax upon the national 
prosperity—to overload the railways system with a lather of watered | 
stock which constitutes a burden equal to a war tax. This, we have | 
permitted because we believed that the public could not operate aj 
railway. Yet when the hour of stress arrives Britain discovers that 
In no other authority than the public authority dare an enterprise so 
Intimately affecting national existence be allowed to rest. 

And the question which Canada has been discussing for a quarter 
of a century Britain answers in a single day by taking over the rail- 
ways—never recognizing, quite likely, that the achievement in all 
probability marks an epoch.
